The fishermen say that
the fish hgve been eaught up and that
none of them are to be had.

“The beam trawlers to the westward
have done the work,” is the way they
put it. “These boats either by catch-
ing up the fish that would come in
shore or by frightening them away
have ruined the fishing.”

“On the other hand, some of the deal-
ers say that the fish are never very
(numerous. this time of year off the
! Maine coast.. They say that last spring
| was an exception, that the pollock
then were extremely numerous and
 that ‘the school fish will be striking
in and then there will be as many
caught as usual. Haddock are usual-
ly scarce this time of year, Last
spring a number of cod were being ta-
ken earlier, but they have not put in
an appearance to any extent as yet”

In view of the scarcity of the fish,
some of the local vessels will soon be-
gin to go halibuting. If the ground
fish do not put in an appearance in a
short time, the dogfish will come along
and spoil the business anyway.
“Whichever way you look at it,” said
one fisherman, ‘the outlook is enough
to drive a man out of the business.”
